Volunteer program develops new policy and goals 


Among several new goals being de- 
veloped for Gallaudet’s growing volun- 
teer program are a special training 
series for people who supervise volun- 
teers and an official volunteer policy. 

Volunteer coordinator Cindi Olson 
and her assistant, volunteer LaVerne 
Fletcher, are developing a training ser- 
ies to be offered this spring to approxi- 
mately 25 employees who supervise 
volunteers here. The training will in- 
clude an April workshop with Anita 
Bradshaw, former director of manage- 
ment and development training for 
VOLUNTEER—The National Center. 

Bradshaw will demonstrate superviso- 
ry techniques that work particularly well 
with volunteers, and also with paid 
staff, said Olson.

ployee,” said Olson. “Paid employees 
have a job description. But with volun- 
teers you have to figure out what 
they’re good at and what they enjoy. 

“T look at supervisors of volunteers 
as volunteers also, because supervising 
volunteers is not usually in their job 
descriptions,” said Olson. And Gal- 
laudet does not have a policy for 
recognizing the supervisory duties of 
employees who supervise only volun- 
teers, she said. 

The services that volunteers provide 
are important to the University. Its volun- 
teer corps includes 60 regular volun- 
teers who provide about 825 hours of 
free labor and expertise every month. 

Olson and Director of Human 
Resources Denise Sullivan are writing an

a system for recognizing the supervisory 
duties of those who supervise volunteers. 

In addition to recruiting and placing 
volunteers at the University, Olson will 
recruit and train qualified volunteers for 
The Deaf Way Conference and Festival 
and the Self Help for Hard of Hearing 
Convention that will take place this 
summer. 

Other goals Olson has identified for 
the volunteer program include develop- 
ing guidelines for supervisors to use in 
training new volunteers, maintaining 
statistical records on volunteers and 
their work, assessing the program’s fu- 
ture needs and direction, and continu- 
ing to recognize volunteers through the 
annual dinner and awards ceremony.

Spring PACE 
catalog available 


People looking for ways to increase 
their skills, learn new things, meet new 
people, or just have a good time can 
take a look at the new spring catalog 
now available from Programs in Adult 
and Continuing Education (PACE). 


Although PACE is a unit of the Col- 
lege for Continuing Education, PACE 
activities listed in the catalog are not 
traditional academic classes. Par- 
ticipants can learn how to use the 
newest computer to plan and manage 
finances, explore their intuition, im- 
prove their appearance, or relax in Tai 
Chi classes. Courses to upgrade read- 
ing and writing skills or to work toward 
a high school diploma are available. 


PACE also offers seminars in profes- 
sional development for deaf adults, 
special classes for senior citizens, and 
activities for deaf-blind people. 


Most PACE instructors are deaf, and 
some classes are taught by hearing 
people who are fluent in sign language, 
or with qualified interpreters. Classes 
are open to both deaf and hearing 
adults.
